Head of Rye Works Through 
Body of 3-Year-Old Cook Child 


W hat is believed to be one of the 
most remarkable cases coming under 
the treatment of Wise county physi­ 
cians is the case of the three-year-old 
child of Mr. Henry Cook, a tenant on 
the Blythe farm east of Decatur. 
Several weeks ago a physician was 
called in te treat the child for lung 
trouble. Remedies were given for the 
affection but the child did not seem 
to improve. 
It had fits of coughing 
and complained with its throat and 
chest. 
In several days an absess 
appeared on the child’s hack, but it 
was not thought to have any connect­ 
ion whatever witll tile trouble in tile 
throat. 
The abcess grew to large 
proportions and it was decided by the 
attending physicians that it should be 
opened, which was done. 
The place 
was 
dressed 
after 
considerable 
amount of pu ss came from the ineis- 
sion. The following day the phyician 
called to see the child. 
He removed 
the bandage from the place in the 
childs hack and as Fie removed the 
absorbant cotton he saw a full size 


! head of rye lengthways in the wound* 
This was removed and another dress­ 
ing was placed oft the child’s back. 
A few days following this the physi­ 
cian removed oue lung of the child 
through the opening in 
the 
hack. 
The child had, in playing about the 
house and yard, come across the head 
of rye and child-like placed it in its 
mouth. The prongs on the rye beard 
caused the head to work rapidly down 
the child’s throat and in coughing it 
went down into the windpipe and into 
tho lungs. 
Continuing its work tile 
rye head cut through the child’s lungs 
and out its back. 
Being only three 
three years of age it was impossible 
for the little one to inform its parents 
and the attending physician as to the 
cause, 
i’his is considered a s one of 
the most peculiar as well as one of 
the saddest cases ever reported in 
this community. 
For more than six 
weeks the head of rye was cutting its 
way through the child’s body. 
Very 
little hopes are entertained for the 
child’s recovery.

There has been a great deal of pro­ 
gress along educational lines in the 
Phillipine Islands. 
During Spanish 
rule very little progress was made. 
Soon after the Americans obtained 
control of the islands they began to 
plan to educate the Filipinos. 
The first teachers who came over 
under the present system came on the 
Transport “ Thomas” in 1901. There 
were about 500 who came on this 
steamer. Conditions then were quite 
different to what they are now. 
Most 
f the country was unknown hut now 
nearly all parts of the Islands have 
been explored. 
When the school system was first 
established it was a question as to 
which language to use. 
There were 
some .‘>0 or 35 dialects spoken in the i

four the high school. 
Great stress is 
laid on manual training and indus­ 
trial work. 
The Filipinos very readi­ 
ly learn a trade. Some very fine ar­ 
ticles are made by them. 
So great 
has been the demand for teachers of 
this kind that it has been impossible 
to employ enough teachers to do the 
work. 
Most of the regular class room 
work is done by Filipinos. 
The 
Americans are mostly 
supervisors, 
except where mostly American teach­ 
ers are emploped.

teachers. 4,404 schools and 416,%\9 
pupils

children in the Islands of school age,

Islands. Although Spain had owned I |ack of funds at the present time about 
the Islands for over 35 years a great 
number of the Filipinos could not 
speak spanish. 
Besides, 
for 
the 
Americans to teach teach Spanish, 
they would need some special training 
in that language. 
Because of the 
jealousy existing between the differ­ 
ent people of the Phillipines it was 
impracticable to try to adopt any one 
of the Filipion dialects, so it was de­ 
cided to adopt F.nglish and now more 
people in the Islands speak English 
than any other language. 
Wherever 
one goes he always finds some one 
who can speak English. 
It is only a 
question of time until all the people 
will be speaking our language. 
The school system in the Phillippine 
is along the same lines as in the 
United States. The first four years 
comprise the primary grades, the next 
three the intermediate, and th8 last 


all the children are in school who can 
he accomodated. 
Tile Phillippine 
Normal school and the University of 
the Phillippine*, located at Manila, 
are conducted along the same lines as 
the Normal schools and the Univgp* 
sitv of Texas. 
The University of 
the Phi Hipline* offers a two years 
course leading to the B. A. degree. 
After 
the 
educational 
methods 
employed in the United States are 
more firmly established in the Phil­ 
lipines, the Fib pi noes will then be 
more capable of governing themselves. 
When the time comes that all the na­ 
tives speak English they will be better 
able to converse with one another and 
so will become closer attached to each 
other.

There is a popular saying that runs 
something like this: 
‘The best time to advertise is ah 
the time.” 
Like most sayings this sounds clev­ 
er. 
This one is misleading and un­ 
true. 
The best time to advertise is deter­ 
mined by weighing, analyzing, sifting, 
and finally adopting a method that 
common sense shows will fit nicely 
into your requirements. 
My business happens to 
be one 
which does not justify the use oi large 
space. 
Two or three Inches single column 
is about the limit of the present ad- 


V o r t j q p m PTI t 
A small space like that will show 
to best advantage on days when the 
fewest ads appear. 
So the first question I ask the pub­ 
lisher is this: 
“What days in the week do the 
department 
stores 
use 
the 
least 
space?” 
When I learn what these days are, 
I take Ihe other days of the week. 
This helps both the publisher and 
me. 
He is anxious to get copy on days 
when the advertising is light, and I 
get the best positions on those days 
If you happen to have a seasonable 
article, the time to advertise it 
is 
when it is needed—that is so 
plain 
that to tell it here seems silly. 
Department stores, 
clothiers, 
hat­ 
ters. and other merchants find it de 
sirable to advertise most at that period 
in the week when the help in factories 
receive their pay. 
One of the fallacies which has be 
come more or less fixed is the idea 
that it doesn’t pay to advertise in the 
summer. 
IL would be just as logical to say 
people stop breathing in the summer 
time 
as 
to 
say they stop buying 
then. 
Hans Wagner, the great ball player, 
when asked the secret of his success 
in batting, replied: 
“I hit 'em where they ain’t.’’ 
So one of the good times to adver 
tlse is when the others are not adver­ 
tising. 
The first mission of an advertise­ 
ment is to be seen. 
Run your eye over this self-same pa­ 
per, and note how some ads stick out, 
while others don’t. 
This object 
lesson is uuder your 
eyes every day, and you can learn bet­ 
ter by observing how others do It 
than I can tell you. 
Attention, however, Isn’t the whole 
thing, because it 
must be favorable 
attention, or the reader will not stop 
and read. 
The old idea of using a startling 


I headline, or saying something 
out- 
; landish and bizarre, has gone tile wa* 
I of other foolish things. 
A freakish ad. has the same effect 
i as a loud vest on a man. 
Neither the ad. nor the man will 
make you feel like giving up

money.

The best time to advertise has got 
ho be figured out on the basis of rom 
’ mon sense, and no one can tell you 
‘so well as you can tell yourself by 
'trying out your own ideas. 
The best 
advertisement 
is 
that

can possibly make it. 
Fine writing is not so effective as 
facts. 
Go right to the heart of the theme 
with the first word, get the thing said 
quickly, and then stop.
